TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Time For Rapid Transit To 
Consider Its Own Lawyer 


This week we read an Associated 
Press dispatch from Sacramento report­ 
ing an Assembly committee meeting on 
a gasoline price problem. In the middle 
of the story one paragraph started out: 
*‘W. L. Kaapcke. a Standard Oil lawyer, 
said , . . 
Now \V. L. Kaapcke is well known to 
us — but not as a Standard Oil lawyer. 
He is known to us as the legal counsel 
for the San Francisco P>ay Area Rapid 
Transit District. 
We have absolutely nothing against 
Air. Kaapcke. So far as we have been 
able to observe, he has given concise and 
clear advice and opinions to the district 
directors. So far as we know, not a 
single one of his suggestions or opinions 
has been shaded in the slightest by any 
other legal connection he may have, 
whether it be Standard Oil or anyone 
else. 
But the people of the district should 
not have to worry about such a thing. 
There are too many questions which the 
district directors must decide which 
might involve a conflict of interest. For 
example: 
The rapid transit district will have 
to decide whether their trains run by 
electricity, diesel fuel, gasoline, or per­ 


haps even atomic power. There might 
be a conflict of interest there. 
Or again, financing of the transit sys­ 
tem might require consideration of a 
half cent a gallon gasoline tax. There 
might be room for conflicting interests 
there, too. 
We are sure that Mr. Kaapcke would 
sever his relationship with the district 
before such crucial decisions must be 
made. Perhaps that time is now. Sign­ 
ing $600,000 contracts and starting pre­ 
liminary thinking on a 500 or so million 
dollar bond issue, the district has come 
of age and may need its own, exclusive 
legal counsel. 
This is not original thinking with us. 
It was discussed more than casually at 
the last meeting of the district directors. 
General Manager .lohn M. Peirce even 
said the district might save some money 
in its 1959-60 budget by hiring full time 
counsel rather than paying retainer and 
fees. 
The preliminary budget is still under 
discussion. Public hearing on it is June 
11. By then the directors can give seri­ 
ous thought to this problem. A solution 
which 
saves 
money 
and 
eliminates 
points of possible conflict, certainly has 
much to recommend it.

Sam Jones Goes Against Dodgers' Williams 


LOS ANGELES UP) — The 
rivalry between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles is such, it has 
been said, that in the event pf< 
an enemy air attack one city’s 
civil defense corps would not 
warn the other’s. 
This may be somewhat of an 
exaggeration—at least as the 
two cities’ baseball teams are 
concerned. 
Last year the Dodgers were 


kissin’ cousins of their north­ 
ern neighbors. 
Now, this year, the relation­ 
ship is apparently reversed.

Drysdale, the lanky Dodger 
ace, had been nursing a sore 
arm and had dropped his last 
three games. But after four 
days rest, he was never sharp­ 
er. His curve and fast ball mow­ 
ed down the Giants, including 
the great Willie Mays who took 
the horsecollar in five trips 
In the ninth with one on,

Rose Bowl football monster it 
has created in a weird move. 
From two 5-5 standoff votes 
yesterday came this strange 
setup: 
First, the policy-making fac­ 
ulty representatives refused to 
renew the Rose Bowl contract 
which expires with the 1960 
game after a 14-year span. 
Then, proponents of the bowl 
dug out a joker from near the 
bottom of the conference legal 
deck and opened the way for 
free-for-all participation in the 
Rose Bowl by member schools 
on an individual basis. 
The joker was a clause in­ 
serted in the conference hand­ 
book in 1946 which waived the 
league’s ban on all athletic 
post-season 
competition 
for 
participation in the Rose Bowl. 


ANTI-BOWL GROUP 
The anti-bowl group of Ohio 
S t a t e , 
Illinois, 
Wisconsin, 
Northwestern and Minnesota 
succeeded in killing the pro­ 
posal to renew the bowl con­ 
tract because a 5-5 deadlock 
spikes any new legislation. 
But, in rebuttal, the pro-Rose 
Bowl group of Michigan, Iowa, 
Indiana, Purdue and Michigan 
State voted against eliminating 
the Rose Bowl proviso from the 
rule book. 
The way things stand now, 
after the 1960 Rose Bowl game 
the newiy organized Big Four 
West Coast group of Califor­ 
nia, Washington, Southern Cali­ 
fornia, 
and 
UCLA 
can 
in­ 
vite any Big Ten school to the 
Pasadena classic. However, if 
a team like Ohio State or Illi­ 
nois won the conference cham­ 
pionship and was the logical 
team to be invited such a 
school would be put in an em ­ 
barrassing position because of 
its expressed stand against the 
Rose Bowl. 
Of course, the West Coast 
group, which is an offshoot of 
the Pacific Coast Conference 
destined to perish July 1, also 
could invite any other Eastern 
rival outside the Big Ten. 
As a matter of fact, Greg 
Englehart, California athletic 


director, said “This may be a 
healthy thing. It doesn't close 
the door for Big Ten schools 
and it opens the door to other 
schools that have outstanding 
teams.” 
The invited Big Ten school 
would need only approval of its 
own administration and could 
take all of the visiting team’s 
bowl share, some $350,000 in­ 
cluding TV money. This con­ 
trasts with the approximate 
$60,000 that a Rose Bowl con­ 
tender now brings back after 


splitting with Big Ten mem­ 
bers. 
Further, the 
same school 
could appear indefinitely, as 
opposed to the present restric­ 
tion of one appearance every 
two years. 
Big Ten athletic directors 
and football coaches, almost to 
a man, favor Rose Bowl play. 
The 5-5 standoff on the bowl 
issue developed at the faculty 
level as each school’s academic 
council voted individually on 
the subject in recent months.

The boredom that eventually 
becomes a faith and, therefore, 
a sort of suicide— and I know 
that the ones who refuse to sur­ 
render to it are the strongest 
of all . . ” 
The house light blacked out, 
the band played an overture in 
a minor key and stage lights 
focused on the deck of a Navy 
cargo ship with the captain’s 
palm tree in center stage. 


‘MISTER ROBERTS’ 
The play was “Mister Rob­ 
erts,” by Thomas Heggen and 
Joshua Logan.

That Little Bird Upside-Down 


Very Likely A Pigmy Nuthatch 


It is unfortunate that the really small birds are so often 
overlooked by many people because of imagined difficulties of 
identification. Small size and similarities in general shape do 
make many small birds appear much the same at great dis­ 
tances or when only a fleeting glimpse is available. Fortu­ 
nately many of these tiny birds can actually be observed at 
close ranges that would be entirely impossible for many of 
the larger and better known forms. 


The pygmy nuthatch is one of the small birds that can be 
seen at close range because of his boldness and curiosity. A pa­ 
tient observer in the vicinity of pine woods, such as the bishop 
pine areas of Marin, can often see a tiny bird gray on the 
upper parts and whitish on the low?er areas running head first 
down the trunk of a tree or moving along the underside of a 
branch. These upside-down maneuvers are made with complete 
ease and assurance, are the mark of the nuthatch. 


Very little of the plump 4*£ inch length of the nuthatch’s 
body is devoted to tail, in fact it is the absence of a long tail 
that makes the upside-down movements possible. Woodpeckers 
and creepers have long tails which they use as props against 
the tree or branch as they move about. They are dependent 
on their tail but find it useless in an head down position. The 
short tail feathers of the nuthatch are not relied upon in any 
position so that he has complete confidence no matter which 
direction he is headed. 


Nuthatches are highly active birds with large appetites 
that require lot of insects, insect eggs and spiders. The ability 
to search every area of the tree is coupled with a long slender 
pointed bill that can reach into holes and crevices in the 
bark and retrieve the tiny insects hiding there. At certain 
seasons acorns and seeds are also eaten. 


The nests are usually located in holes or crevices in trees 
20 or more feet above the ground and are not readily observed. 
The boldness and energy of the birds, however, make them 
readily observable in the proper areas.

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Two Words Changed His Life 


'Come Immediately/ Said The Telegram 


And So Began Henry Greer's Life In Marin 


“ Come immediately,” said 
the telegram that 24-year-old 
Henry Greer held in his hand 
one day in late August 1898. 
“ It’s funny how two words 
can change your life,” Greer 
mused from a vantage point 
of 60 years later. 
The telegraphic summons 
brought him to San Rafael and 
a career which has included 
the seemingly disparate jobs 
of commercial teacher at the 
old Mt. Tamalpais Military 
Academy, city attorney of San 
Rafael and district attorney 
of Marin County, and topping 
it off, a stint as county super­ 
intendent of schools. 


CURIOUSLY ENOUGH, the 
chain of events that brought 
him to Marin County during 
its early dairy ranching days 
depended partly on the fact 
that “ he just couldn’t learn 
to milk a cow.” 
Henry Elijah 
Greer was 
born Dec. 29, 1873, on a farm 
squarely in the middle of the 
Illinois corn belt. He soon dis­ 
covered he wasn’t cut out to 
be a farmer. 
After three years at a pri­ 
vate school in nearby Rush- 
ville, Greer passed a county 
superintendent’s examination 
that qualified him as a rural 
teacher. His first job, teach­ 
ing 40 pupils in a one-room 
school where he doubled as 
his own janitor, paid him $40 
a month. He was 19. 
The reputation of Califor­ 
nia’s healthful climate beck­ 
oned and in 1894 he landed 
a job at a San Jose “ business 
college” run by two ladies, 
one of whom hailed from 
Rushville. 


AN ENTRY in the business 


world in those days depended 
on 
good 
penmanship 
and 
Greer was qualified to teach 
it. He could write with either 
hand. He also taught com­ 
mercial arithmetic, bookkeep­ 
ing and commercial law dur­ 
ing his four years at San 
Jose. He freely admits he 
knew little about commercial 
law but there was a textbook. 
His next job took him to a 
business college at Bradford 
in 
western 
Pennsylvania. 
Greer decided he didn’t like 
the harsh winter. 
In the summer of 1898 he 
got word that Mt. Tamalpais 
Military Academy was looking 
for a part-time bursar and 
someone to teach commercial 
courses. 
The fall semester was about 
to open when Greer got the 
anxiously 
awaited telegram 
that brought him to San Ra­ 
fael. 


EQUIPPED WITH a second 
class railroad ticket and his 
roundtop trunk, the 24-year- 
old teacher traveled to San 
Rafael and presented himself 
to Dr. Arthur Crosby, head­ 
master 
and 
Presbyterian 
clergyman. 
The military academy, fore­ 
runner of San Rafael Military 
Academy, boasted a student 
body of 100 boys. The after­ 
noon that Greer arrived he 
had to cool his heels on the 
porch of the main building 
(originally a hotel) until the 
headmaster 
returned 
from 
fishing off Tiburon with a 
group of cadets. 


GREER REMAINED at the 
military academy for 10 years. 
Every two years he made a 
trip to his boyhood home in 


Illinois, going by a different 
route each time. 
He and another teacher con­ 
ceived the idea of studying 


for the bar, something which 
involved taking a course qf 
reading 
prescribed 
by 
the 
state Supreme Court. It turn­ 


ed out to be a two-year pro­ 
ject. 
Greer’s fellow teacher took

From preceding page 
the bar exam in the group 
ahead of him and passed. 
Clarence E. Todd is his name 
and he is still practicing law 
today in San Francisco. 
When Greer took the bar 
examination six months later 
he was in a group of 22 from 
Northern California who pre­ 
sented themselves before the 
District Court of Appeal in 
San Francisco. Only 11 passed. 
It was an oral examination 
at that time. The candidates 
were seated in a semi-eirele 
before the three judges of the 
District Court who took turns 
firing questions in rapid suc­ 
cession. 
The names of E. B. Martin- 
elli (his son is Superior Court 
Judge Jordan L. Martinelli), 
and Randolph V. Whiting, 
then a San Francisco deputy 
district attorney and later re­ 
porter of the state Supreme 
Court, appeared as sponsors 
on Greer’s bar certificate. The 
certificate is dated Feb. 23, 
1910. 
The fledgling attorney oc­ 
cupied a desk in one of Mar- 


tinelli's unused office rooms. 
“I spent the next year trying 
to learn the difference be­ 
tween reading the law and 
practicing law,* Greer said. 
Two years later a law part- 
nerhip of Martinelli and Greer 
was formed. The senior part­ 
ner was then serving as chair­ 
man of a 15-member board of 
freeholders, drafters of San 
Rafael’s 1913 city charter. The 
partnership years were “a 
period of most pleasant mem­ 
ory,” for Greer. 
When Edward 
I. Butler, 
San Rafael’s city attorney, was 
elected district attorney in 
1914, Greer threw his hat into 
the ring at th e‘April 15 elec­ 
tion for the vacated job of 
San Rafael city attorney. 
“I was elected very hand­ 
ily,” he admits. The job paid 
$50 a month. 
The following year Greer 
compiled a handbook of all 
San Rafael ordinances, elim­ 
inating all the superceded 
ones. 
From then on, no one could 
plead ignorance to the fact 
that saloons were required to 
close at 11 p. m., that you 
could drive cattle through 
San Rafael streets but not up 
on the sidewalks or that hitch-

By 1918, news of the war 
in 
Europe 
had 
prompted 
Greer to volunteer for the 
American Red 
Cross Field 
Service. At 44, he saw front 
line service with the Ameri­ 
can 
Expeditionary 
Forces 
from September 1918 to May 
1919. His nine months’ serv­ 
ice in battle-ravaged northern 
Europe looms large in his 
memory. 
Greer, commissioned a first 
lieutenant, was one of two 
Red Cross officers attached to 
the 29th Division. He joined 
the division near Verdun and 
served with the 113th Field 
Hospital, helping to comfort 
the wounded in first aid sta­ 
tions. 
His job was to hustle Red 
Cross supplies where they 
were needed most. No bureau­ 
cratic methods had set in yet. 
“We made no accounting 
and there 
was no paper 
work,” Greer explained. 
The fall of 1919 brought 
Greer back to San Rafael. He 
discovered that Butler had be­ 
come a superior court judge. 
This left the job of district 
attorney vacant 
“I persuaded the board of 
supervisors to appoint me dis­ 
trict attorney,” Greer said. 
He took office in 1920 at 
the 
height of prohibition. 
Raids conducted by Sheriff 
J. J. Keating (father of Marin 
Superior Court Judge Thomas 
F. Keating) and the district 
attorney were constantly clog­ 
ging the court house base­ 
ment with confiscated stills. 
“We didn’t get nearly all of 
them, either,” Greer said. 
The stills would be smashed 
down and sold for junk cop­ 
per 
when 
the 
courthouse 
basement got overcrowded. 
During his 15 years as dis­ 
trict 
attorney, 
Greer 
had 
three cases which stand out 
in his memory. 
One was the dramatic boot- 
leg-murder trial of Peg Leg 
Lucich. Peg Leg’s pals from 
the North Beach disriet of 
San Francisco showed up at 
the trial en masse, all wear­ 
ing white carnations in their 
buttonholes. 
A ballistics expert from the 
Presidio was a key witness 
for the prosecution to prove 
that Peg Leg s gun fired the 
fatal shot. 
After the Army officer’s 
first day of testimony, he 
came to Greer to report that 
he had received numerous 
threatening telephone calls. 
He wasn’t intimidated. 
“I carry a Luger and I know 
how' to use it,” he told Greer. 
The trial attracted so much 
local 
interest that 
people 
came in the morning and 
brought their lunches with 
them. 
After the fi^st day, 
Judge 
Butler 
cleared 
the 
courtroom at noon recess so 
it could be aired out before 
the afternoon session. 
A tragic example of mis­ 
guided inventive genius was 
involved 
in a case which 
Greer prosecuted in 1934. 
Ethan McNab and William 
Bagley, 
both 
serving 
life 
terms at San Quentin Prison 
for robbery, were convicted 
of assault on a guard and 
both were hanged. 
A homemade gun had drop­ 
ped from McNab’s pocket 
while the two were tying up 
inmates in the prison electri­ 
cal shop and its accidental 
discharge killed a prisoner. 
Bagley had followed McNab’s 
lead. 
The tragedy involved Mc­ 


Nab, who had fabricated three 
guns on the sly in the prison’s 
electrical shop: a Tommy gun, 
a five-shot revolver and a 
crude pistol. He made each 
part and hid it in a different 
spot until the whole 
t h i n g 
was ready for assembly. 
Greer considers it tragic 
that a man of McNab’s in­ 
ventiveness and ability should 
have elected to follow the 
career of a habitual criminal. 
Greer’s major civil case was 
to clear title to the 900 acres 
that became Hamilton Field. 
The correspondence connect­ 
ed with this mammoth effort 
filled two fat file folders and 
extended from 1929 to 1932. 
When the government fin­ 
ally got the site, Congress­ 
man Clarence F. Lea congrat­ 
ulated Greer for his “intelli­ 
gent dilligence ’ w i t h o u t 
which 
the 
whole 
project 
might have become bogged 
down in a hopeless legal tan­ 
gle. 
“After 15 years as district 
attorney, I gave up the job 
because A1 Bagshaw got more 
votea than 1 did,” Greer re­ 
called. 
In 1938, Greer again stood 
for public office, this time 
as county superintendent of 
schools, a job he was to hold 
for the next 12 years until he 
voluntarily retired in 1951. 
He takes pride in his pro­ 
ject to get every rural ele­ 
mentary school child over to 
Treasure Island for the 1939 
World Fair. An arrangement 
was made with Greyhound 
bus lines to transport the 
children at a nominal fare. 
Greer started the county 
superintendent’s visual edu­ 
cation library with one pro­ 
jector that he operated him­ 
self. He was forced to store 
the films in Sausalito for lack 
of space in his three-room of­ 
fice at the county courthouse. 
He initiated the first class 
for handicapped children. It 
met in the recreation room of 
the old Fairfax Community 
Church. The county’s first 
school psychologist was added 
to the county superintend­ 
ent’s staff during Greer’s ten­ 
ure. 
He also acquired a second­ 
hand accounting machine. “It 
made as much noise as a jet 
bomber,” Greer says. 
He is thankful he missed 
the current eddies of contro­ 
versy over whether the public 
schools,” Greer said. 
“People were satisfied to 
let the schoolmarm run the 
schools,55 Greer said. 
Since his retirement Greer 
has been able to devote more 
time to his garden and trys 
“to keep reosonably ahead of 
the weeds.” He looks young­ 
er than his 85 years. 
He has lived at 
3 1 2 
H 
street in San Rafael since his 
marriage to a San Mateo 
County widow, Mrs. Neva Wil­ 
son, soon after he became 
district attorney. His wife 
died in 1 9 5 1 . 
His step-daughter is Mrs. 
Marcia Fitzroy of San Rafael 
and he has a granddaughter 
(the wife of Bill Dobbs of the 
county planning commission 
staff) and a great-grandson. 
Green belongs to the San 
Rafael Masonic lodge (he was 
master in 1907), Elks Club, 
and Odd Fellows. He is a 
member of the State Bar and 
a charter member of the Mar­ 
in County Historical Society. 
He holds a life diploma as a 
school administrator and a 
life membership in the Cali- 
ornia Congress of Parents and 
Teachers.

Second Wreck, Big Damage Suits 


Follow In Wake Of Pt. Reyes Mishap 


Editor’s note: On Sunday, 
June 21, 1903, one of the 
worst accidents in the his­ 
tory of the North Shore 
Railroad occurred near Pt. 
Reyes. Adding irony to the 
disaster was the fact that 
the fatal train was a one- 
car special bringing friends 
of the late Warren Dutton 
from his funeral in Tó­ 
males. Two died in the 
wreck and, of crew and 28 
passengers, only the con­ 
ductor and one woman es­ 
caped unhurt.

As a result of the wreck the 
North Shore Company stfon 
had a score of damage suits 
on its hands. 
A typical case was that of 
Thomas S. Bonneau vs. The 
North Shore Railroad Com­ 
pany, wherein the paintiff 
had obtained a verdict and 
judgment of $7,500.00 and the 
defendant appealed from an 
order denying a motion or a 
new trial. 
However, 
the 
State 
Su­ 
preme Court held in this in­ 
stance; 
1,—When a plaintiff proves 
that he was a passenger of the 
defendant and that the car in 
which he was riding overturn­ 
ed without his fault, the legal 
presumption arises that the 
overturning of the car oc­ 
curred through negligence of 
the defendant. 
2.—A verdict for the plain­ 
tiff will not be interfered 
with, on the ground that it 
was 
excessive, 
unless 
the 
award can be sustained on no 
other theory than that it was 
the result of passion or prej­ 
udice on the part of the jury. 
In this case a verdict of $7,- 
500 cannot be held excessive, 
where medical services, etc., 
were upward of $2,000, and 
injuries were of a permanent 
character, impairing mater­ 
ially his capacity for future 
work. 
3.—The o r d e r , appealed 
from, is affirmed. 


TO MAKE MATTERS even 
worse for the railroad com­ 
pany, another claim for $10,- 
000 was filed by a woman who 
had lost a foot at the Sausa- 
lito terminal. 
Only three days after the 
funeral train 
disaster the 
morning passenger train for 
Cazadero was wrecked. Loco­ 
motive No. 20 jumped a curve 
north of Tocaloma and rolled 
over, taking the tender along 
with it. Engineer Jack Wil­ 
liams was crushed beneath 
the cab and died still holding 
the lever to the air brakes. 
Fireman Robert Clark re­ 
ceived scalds and burns which 
kept him in a hospital for sev­ 
eral months. Baggage-master 
Miller was bruised consider­ 
ably when his car turned 
over. 
When word reached Toca­ 
loma, a work-train rushed to 
the scene and almost brought 
on a second disaster. The en­ 
gineer came upon the wreck 
before he expected and could 
not stop before bumping into 
the rear coach of the wrecked 
train. Fortunately there were 
no further casualties. The 
dead and injured were taken 
back to the hotel at Tocaloma.

THE ACCIDENT occurred 


about 10 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing and it was 4:30 p. m. be­ 
fore the track was cleared and 
the passengers could continue 
their journey. 
The very next Sunday a 
stalled excursion train loaded 
with returning 
picknickers 
came very near to being in­ 
volved in a disasterous rear- 
end collision. 
As it was, several persons 
were crushed and trampled in 
a panic of fear. 
This breakdown occurred 
near the north portal of 
White’s Hill tunnel about 7:30 
that evening. A brakeman was 
immediately sent back to flag 
down a train which followed. 
As the second train ap­ 
proached, its engineer failed 
to see the warning signal, but 
fortunately the fireman hap­ 
pened to spy the red flag and 
shouted to the engineer just 
in time for him to bring the 
locomotive to a stop within a 
few feet of the standing train. 
Meanwhile, passengers in 
the rear coach saw the engine 
bearing down upon them and, 
believing they were about to 
be plowed into, became panic- 
stricken and rushed to the 
forward end of their car. 
S e v e r a l 
women w e r e 
scratched and •bruised in the 
mad scramble. 
Even the gasoline motor 
scooter, which w ere to replace 
old-time track-walkers, could 
not keep out of trouble. Work­ 
ers enjoyed these new toys 
and drove them at a fast clip. 
Two of these cars crashed one 
evening right in the Sausalito 
yards, resulting in serious in­ 
jury to three men. 
Another week and a serious 
forest fire threatened Monte 
Rio and railroad property in 
that vicinity. Sunday night, 
July 5th, a special train, made 
up of locomotive No. 4 (just 
out of the shops) and No. 7, 
with fire-fighting equipment 
and 
six 
coaches 
carrying 
workmen and section hands, 
left Sausalito at 9:30 p. m. 
Shortly before one o’clock 
next morning, just before the 
double-header crossed Key’s 
estuary, three miles below To- 
males, the lead engine No. 4 
struck a cow lying on the 
track. The locomotive reared 
up in the air and rolled over 
backward, completely revers­ 
ing itself. Engineer Charles F. 
Hamilton was instantly killed. 


Fireman George Neil had sev­ 
eral ribs fractured. No. 7 also 
rolled over on its side, but En­ 
gineer T. E. Dixon and Fire­ 
man George Stebbins only re­ 
ceived bruises and a bad shak­ 
ing up. None of the cars left 
the track. 
Country doctors were rush­ 
ed to the scene by hand-car as 
soon as word could be sent to 
Tomales and the section crew 
gotten out. 
A wrecking t r a i n arrived 
about daylight and had the 
track cleared in time for the 
morning passenger train. The 
injured men were taken to 
the St. Francis Hospital in San 
Francisco. 
North Shore officials, for­ 
merly so sure of themselves, 
found public criticism direct­ 
ed against their mismanage­ 
ment most distasteful and 
hard to take. 
They could not understand 
why routine affairs of the 
road got snarled up after so 
much had been expended on 
modern equipment and im­ 
provements. The usual alibis 
to shift attention in other di­ 
rections were forthcoming. 
Superintendent Fisher gave 
out some weird stories about 
unkown enemies plotting to 
wreck North Shore trains. 
However, as one newspaper 
commented, “The statements 
are made by the officers of 
the company but are other 
wise unheard of . . 
Additional legal talent had 
to be hired to defend the com 
pany against a mass of dam 
age suits which flooded the 
courts. 
Also, an expert was ob­ 
tained from the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company to determine 
if the narrow gauge road had 
proper alignment. He report­ 
ed that nothing was wrong 
with the roadbed or track; 
something which any section 
boss on the line could have 
told the management. 
Funds were now running 
low and at a meeting of a wor­ 
ried 
Board of Directors 
in 
July, 1903, the decision was 
made to assess stockholders 
$10.00 for each share of stock 
held, in order to complete the 
electric division. Electric train 
service was 
opened to Mill 
Valley on August 21st and to 
San 
Rafael on October 
17, 
1903. 
Narrow-gauge 
steam 
trains from the Cazadero line 
continued tc run as far as the 


ferry terminal over three-rail 
tracks between San Anselmo 
and Sausalito. 
Several additional mishaps 
occurred over the remaining 
part of this year. 
A cave-in within the Bothin 
tunnel injured workmen. One 
night late in November the 
ferry boat SAUSALITO, Cap­ 
tain Lucke at the wheel, got 
lost in a dense fog and drifted 


about a mile and a half off her 
course to 
run 
aground on 
Angel Island. No one was lost, 
but passengers were thrown 
in a panic. 
Several hours 
passed before they could be 
removed from the stranded 
steamer. 
During the following year 
of 1904 came the first passen­ 
ger casualty on the electric 
road. One Elmore Dempsey 
was killed on June 30th as he 
slipped from car steps after 
running to catch a moving 
train. In August an electric 
train banged into the rear of 
a locomotive, with two tank 
cars, at Mill Valley Junction 
in spite of the block-signal 
system. The collision demol­ 
ished the narrow gauge en­ 
gine and painfully injured 
Engineer “Billy” Richie. 
This same week Duncan 
Mills’ station building burned 
down. 
After two and a half yea^s 
of impractical management, 
prodigal spending and just 
plain 
bad 
luck, 
Martin’s 
dreams of grandeur reached 
the inevitable end. 
While he left the North 
Shore 
company 
financially 
broke, the road bed and roll­ 
ing stock never were in better 
condition.

M a r i n d a l e School Strived To Ready 


Handicapped Youngsters For Full Life 


By JOY W ALICK 
Marindale School, on the 
west edge of Terra Linda, is 
a focal point in the lives of 26 
Marin County children. 
H e r e 
18 
orthopedicallv 
handicapped youngsters and 
eight deaf students work in a 
program that is therapeutic 
as well as academic. 
Some of the students are 
able to attend Santa Margar­ 
ita, the regular school next 
door, at least part-time, using 
Marindale for therapy ses­ 
sions and other special help. 
But for others who may never 
participate in regular school 
or whose attendance there is 
still in the future, Marindale 
is a center of warmth, under­ 
standing, most of all, achieve­ 
ment. 


C O M E IN S ID E the wide en­ 
try hall lined with wheel­ 
chairs, look into the physical 
therapy d e p a r t m e n t and 
watch eight-year-old Johnny 
walk across the room for the 
first time. 
“I'll make it this time,” 
Johnny grins to his therapist, 
Mrs. Margaret Hale, who sits 
before him on a mobile stool 
and touches his left crutch, 
then his heavily braced right 
leg. 
“Crutch, leg, crutch, leg,” 
she chants as Johnny starts 
his long walk slowly. With the 
help of braces to control un- 
w a n t e d 
movement, 
first 
Johnny's left leg, then his 
right leg move forward. 
A year ago this spring the 
studepts were transferred to 
Marindale from quarters at 
Marin General Hospital w here 
they had been taught since 
1954. Prior to that there were 
no public school facilities for 
the more severly orthopedic- 
ally handicapped children in 
the county. 
To the right of the main en­ 
try hall is the therapy section 
which works directly under 
the Marin County Health De­ 
partment. 
Daily sessions in physical, 
occupational and speech ther­ 
apy are an integral part of the • 
Marindale program and typify 
the team approach to the 
handicapped child. 
Come to the small, sunny 
room at the back of the build­ 
ing where Mrs. Elaine Koel, 
part-time speech therapist, is 


working w ith D e b b i e , a 
brown-eyed five-year-old who 
has a 
muscle 
involvement 
from cerebral palsy that caus­ 
es her breathing to be shallow’ 
and 
irregular. 
Debbie can 
make sounds, but often they 
don't come out as her alert 
mind intends. 


“D E B B IE IS a hard work­ 
er,“ Mrs. Koel says as she 
places a feather on a tray in 
front of Debbie's wheelchair 
and instructs her to blow and 
move the feather. Debbie’s 
eyes sparkie with pride as 
she watches the feather float 
off the tray. Next, Mrs. Koel 
has Debbie blow out a candle 
and practice saying “please,” 
not for manner’s sake, but to 
encourage the use of words 
that require Debbie to use 
her lips and close her mouth. 
Later, in physical therapy, 
Mrs. Hale will gently pinch 
the muscles around Debbie's 
lips to stimulate her to close 
her mouth automatically. 
In occupational t h e r a p y , 
Miss Margaret Simpson, will 
exercise Debbie in techniques 
of mouth 
closure 
through 
straw drinking and proper 
swallowing, which in turn aids 
Debbie’s breath control for 
speaking. 


BACK IN HER classroom, 
Debbie 
volunteers to 
sing 
“Rock-A-Bye-Baby” at music 
time. Her timing is jagged but 
she forms and sings every 
word, demonstrating a hori­ 
zon of learning made possible 
at Marindale. 
Since most of the students 
are afflicted with cerebral 
palsy, therapy for them is 
basically different from the 
muscle strengthening p r o ­ 
gram designed for polio and 
muscular dystrophy young­ 
sters 
Cerebral palsy is the result 
of brain and nerve damage 
which may cause multiple in­ 
volvements, poor coordination 
and abnormal reflexes. 
“We use both physical and 
occupational therapy to im­ 
prove coordination and help 
the child gain control of re­ 
flexes that interfere with nor­ 
mal body movements,” Mrs. 
Hale explains. “Our methods 
are somewhat similar for the 
younger children who often 
lack the coordination neces­ 


sary to hold up their heads or 
use their hands.” 


THEREFORE, 
ruling 
out 
these abnormal reflexes and 
substituting proper control is 
the first hurdle for both ther­ 
apists. 
When this has been achiev­ 
ed, 
Miss 
Simpson 
concen­ 
trates on the functional activ­ 
ities of daily living, namely 
feeding, dressing and com­ 
munication, while Mrs. Hale’s 
work deals more with locomo­ 
tion. 
For the older children, Miss 
Simpson has M o n t e s s o r i 
boards mounted with differ­ 
ent-sized buttons, shoe laces 
and other dressing aids so stu­ 
dents can master the more 
subtle techniques of undoing 
buttons or w’orking zippers. 
Early 
writing 
skills 
are 
taught in occupational ther­ 
apy, beginning with finger- 
paints and working into water 
color with brush before the 
pencil is introduced in the 
classroom. 


THE THERAPY d e p a r t ­ 
ment program is directed by 
Dr. Douglas Ramsey and Dr. 
Charles Secor, San Rafael or­ 
thopedists, with Dr. Walter O. 
Ball, of San Anselmo, consult­ 
ing pediatrician to the staff. 
They work under the Ortho­ 
pedic Service of the State 
Health Department. 
The academic program op­ 
erates directly under the of­ 
fice of Virgil S. Hollis, County 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools 
and is served by members of 
the county office staff, as w'ell 
as teachers at the school. 
PUPILS COME from all 
over Marin. Most of them ride 
a school bus with safety belts 
for support; and for those who 
can t board by themselves, the 
bus drivers are willing and 
gentle friends. The four driv­ 
ers who serve the school are 
Mrs. Beatrice Rudnick, Mrs. 
Ida Richardson, Bill Raudio 
and Ken Maier, with school 
custodian A1 Murolo on stand­ 
by duty. 
Al, as he is affectionately 
know n at the school, performs 
invaluable 
services 
helping 
the staff lift heavier students 
and in adapting classroom, 
therapy and p l a y g r o u n d 
equipment for the children’s 
special needs. 
The two attendant^, Mrs. 


Lillian Verhalen and Mrs. Ber­ 
nice Gladney, are a great 
help, both on the buses and in 
the classroom. 


THERE IS a fine spirit of 
cooperation among the stu­ 
dents themselves and they ob­ 
viously enjoy each other's 
company. If one boy chides 
his friend, who can’t spin his 
wheelchair 
without 
h e l p , 
when they sing the “Top” 
song, Miss Dorothy Campbell, 
vice principal and teacher of 
the beginning group, is quick 
to remind them that not all of 
us do the same things well. 
“After all,” she chuckles, “I 
can t play 
t e n n i s 
worth 
beans.” 
Miss Campbell, like the rest 
of the staff, is careful to en­ 
courage the children to go as 
far as they possibly can on 
their own. When it would be 
far easier and faster to step 
in and finish a pasting project 
for a boy whose hand won’t 
quite move in the right direc­ 
tion, Miss Campbell busies 
herself admiring another stu­ 
dent’s work until the pasting 
is done, to everyone’s feeling 
of satisfaction. 


N E X T D O O R in the inter­ 
mediate class, Mrs. Rae Swan­ 
son makes classroom assign­ 
ments. She passes out multi­ 
plication problems to a stu­ 
dent whose arms move invol­ 
untarily, preventing him from 
holding a pencil and writing. 
He uses an ingenious peg- 
board with letters mounted 
on fat round pegs and arrang­ 
ed like a typewriter keyboard. 
If he wants to multiply 85 
times 4, he grabs the pegs 
with zero, three and four on 
the bottom, inks them on a 
pad and stamps out his an­ 
swer. 
One big problem in taking 
field trips, even short ones, is 
that at least 10 adults are 
needed to push wheelchairs. 
For this year’s Easter Egg 
hunt, sixth graders were re- 
c r u i t e d from neighboring 
Santa Margarita 
School to 
push the students into the 
field behind Marindale and 
help those who weren’t able 
to reach down and find their 
own baskets, which a good 
bunny had hidden earlier in 
the tall grass.

trips last year, they toured 
the S.S. Lurline and were 
guests of the Matson Line at a 
nautical party served in the 
ship’s dining room. 
Among their many projects 
since the inception of the 
school, Miss Campbell partic­ 
ularly recalls the complete 
Thanksgiving dinner which 
the children planned, shopped 
for, helped prepare and serve. 
“They even chose spinach 
themselves,” Miss Campbell

that 
dinner 
involved

handicap. 1 especially remem­ 
ber our blind youngster who 
has the use of only one hand. 
He stemmed all the grapes for 
the salad. It was the longest 
period of sticking to one thing 
that I had seen him do up to 
that time.”

Nicasio doesn’t pretend to 
have the biggest fair. In fact, 
it might very well be billed as 
Marin’s smallest. Next Satur­ 
day, the 34 youngsters of Ni­ 
casio 4-H Club put on their 
annual exhibition and chicken 
barbecue at Rancho Nicasio.

A FLAG-RAISING at 10 a.m. 
sets off the morning’s events, 
which center around judging 
of the exhibits. At noon ev­ 
erything stops for lunch — 
chicken barbecue or hot dogs, 
soft drinks and farm kitchen 
pies still warm enough to melt 
the “a la mode.” 
At 1:30 the afternoon pro­ 
gram will get underway with 
a fashion show 
of 
dresses 
made t>y the 4-H girls. Awards 
of the morning judging will 
be presented. 
The youngsters make their 
own booths, from which they 
vend hot dogs, candy and pop 
or offer games of chance 
“where you practically always 
get a prize.” Games are “a 
nickel a throw” or “fishing, 
10 cents.” You buy a roll of 
tickets and tear them off for 
each event. 


NICASIO 4-H Club has been 
holding one of these events— 
usually on a very small scale, 
since it was organized 516 
years ago with 17 members. 
The initial seven projects have 
increased to 11—dairy, beef,

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'Honda...Hooey...Hobbled'—It1s Rodeo Lingo 


To most people, “to dally” 
means to indulge 
in 
some 
playful pastime. But to the 
rodeo contestant dallying is 
not fun and often dangerous. 
To dally in rodeo means 
to wrap 
the 
lariat 
around 
the saddle horn. On the other 
end of 
the 
rope there is 
a roped calf or steer and the 
process is a good way for the 
inexperienced hand to lose 
a finger by getting it caught 
in a coil of rope when the 
slack is jerked out. 
So too, the 
rodeo 
term 
“breaking the 
carrier’ 
has 
nothing to do with the speed 
of sound. 
The cowboy soort like all 
others has its own lexicon 
of terms— words either bor­ 
rowed from the language or 
made up by 
the 
cowboys 
them selves— that have a pre­ 
cise m eaning to the fans and 
contestants. 


IF YOU’RE SET to mosey 
out to the Circle V in Fair­ 
fax on June 7, 
you 
might 
want to bone up on a few 
of them. The Circle V is to 
the right 
off 
Sir 
Francis 
Drake boulevard. Show starts 
at 1 p.m. Early birds get the 
best parking places. 
Anyway here is 
some of 
that cowboy lingo to make 


the whole show more fun. 


AVERAGE— Contestants in 
rodeos with more than one 
go-round 
are 
paid 
off in 
prize money for the best ride 
or tim e in each ^e-round and 
for the best average of all 
the go-rounds. The winner of 
the average is the winner of 
that event at that rodeo. 


Barrier— A rope stretched 
across the front end of the 
box from which com es the 
roper's or steer 
w restler’s 
horse. In most large, outdoor 
arenas 
the stock 
is given a 
predeterm ined head start, or 
score, marked by a 
score- 
line. After the stock is far 
enough out of the chute to 
pass the scoreline, it releases 
the spring-held barrier and 
automatically lowers the bar­ 
rier flag signalling the start 
of time. 


BREAKING THE BARRIER 
— If 
the 
contestant 
rides 
through or breaks the barrier 
before it is released, a penal­ 
ty of ten seconds is added to 
his time. 


BUSTING— A 
contestant 
busts a steer by turning his 
horse and riding off at an 
angle after roping the head or 
horns. As soon as the slack 


is taken out of the rope, the 
steer is pulled to the ground. 


CATCH AS CATCH CAN 
— A phrase describing 
calf 
roping in which the roper is 
entitled to catch a calf in 
any way he can as long as 
he lets go of the loop as he 
throws it at the calf and the 
rope holds the calf until the 
dismounted roper 
gets his 
hands on it. 


DAY MONEY— The amount 
of prize m oney paid to the 
winners of each go-round. 


DALLY — Taking 
several 
turns 
around 
the 
saddle 
horn with the rope held by 
a cowboy after roping a calf 
or steer. Roping 
might be 
“tied”, with the end of the 
rope tied fast to the horn be­ 
fore the throw, or “dally.” 


EARING DOWN— A meth 
od of subduing a wild horse 
by twisting its ears. 


ENTRY FEE— The money 
paid by a contestant to the 
rodeo secretary 
before 
he 
can enter an event or rodeo. 
The size of the fee varies with 
the amount 
of 
the 
rodeo 
purse, ranging from $10 at 
the smallest rodeos to a max­ 
imum of $100. Contestants 
must pay a separate entry 


fee for every event they com­ 
pete in. 


FISHING— Flipping a rope 
after the thrown loop has 
missed, trying to catch the 
animal by chance. 


FLAGMAN — The 
rodeo 
judge, a cowboy, 
who 
sig­ 
nals the end of tim e in rop­ 
ing and steer wrestling. The 
flagman is mounted in the 
arena. 


FLANK (or flank strap) — A 
strap, passed around the flank 
of a bronc or brahma bull 
that is pulled tight as the ani­ 
mal leaves the chute. In an ef­ 
fort to get rid of the flank 
strap, the stock bucks higher 
and harder. 


GO-ROUND— That part of 
a rodeo that is required to 
allow each contestant to com­ 
pete on one head of stock. 


GROUND MONEY— When 
all contestants entered in an 
event fail to qualify so that 
no one wins, the purse and 
entry fees for the event are 
split equally among all en­ 
trants in that event. 


HAZER— A cowboy 
who 
rides along beside a steer on 
the opposite side from the 
steer wrestler to keep the 


steer 
from 
running 
away 
from the 
steer 
w restler’s 
horse. 


HOBBLED— A method 
of 
tying the hind feet of a roped 
steer just below the hocks 
with a short piece of rope. 


HONDA— The eye in one 
end of a rope through which 
is passed the other end of 
the rope to form a loop. 


HOOEY— The 
half 
hitch 
that com pletes the tie of a 
calf's legs by the calf roper. 
The tie usually consists of 
two wraps around three legs 
and the hooey around two of 
them to hold it secure. 


HOULIHANNING—A 
now 
outlawed method of downing 
a steer in steer wrestling by 
leaping on the steer in such 
a way as to knock it down. 


JACK POT— An event with 
mo purse. W inners split all or 
part of the entry fees. 
JUDGE— An official at a 
rodeo, usually a cowboy, who 
scores the riding events and 
flags roping 
events. 


LAP AND TAP— A lap and 
tap start occurs when no bar­ 
rier is used and the steer or 
calf 
is released without a 
head start on the roper or 


steer wrestler. Lap and tap 
starts most frequently 
are 
seen in indoor arenas where 
there is not room to give the 
stock a long score. 


MOUNT MONEY— Paid to 
someone who is riding, rop­ 
ing, or bulldogging as an ex­ 
hibition 
and not 
for com­ 
petition. 


PEGGING— A method 
by 
which a steer wrestler throws 
a steer by driving one of the 
horns into the ground. 


PICKUP MAN— A mounted 
cowboy who helns the rider 
off a bronc when the ride is 
completed. The pickup man 
then removes the flank strap 
from the bronc and leads it 
out of the arena. 


PIGGING S T R I N G — A 
short length of light 
rope 
used to tie together the feet 
of a roped calf or steer. 


PULLING L E A T H E R — 
When a bronc rider holds on 
to the horn or any part of 
the saddle, he ?s said to be 
pulling leather. Pulling leath­ 
er disqualifies a saddle bronc 
rider if it is done before the 
ride is com pleted. 


RE-RIDES — Another 
ride 


given at the discretion of the 
judges to a bronc rider or 
a bull rider in the same go- 
round when the performance 
of the stock is unsatisfactory 
for any of a number of rea­ 
sons. 


RE-RUN— A steer or calf 
that is used for the second 
tim e in a steer wrestling or 
roping event in the same ro­ 
deo. Generally re-run stock 
is easier to wrestle or tie. 


SCORE— The 
distance be­ 
tween the chute opening and 
the scoreline, or the amount 
of head start 
given to a 
steer or calf in a roping or 
steer wrestling event. 
The 
length of the score depends 
on the size of the arena or 
other local conditions. 


SCORELINE— An elastic or 
leather strip 
about 
6 
feet 
long, stretched out 
several 
feet in front of the chute 
from which the stock comes* 


SUNFISHING — When an 
animal twists its body violent­ 
ly, rolling its belly upward 
toward the sun. 


TRADING OUT— 1The prac­ 
tice, outlawed in 1957, of one 
contestant trading his posi­ 
tion in a go-round to another. 


The Orneriest Critters 


Rodeo bucking broncs are 
an unusual type of horse, and 
several of the top buckers in 
the Dick Hemsted String to 
be seen in action at the Ki- 
wanis Rodeo on June 7 have 
unusual histories. 
One of the roughest horses 
in the string is a pinto mare 
Mable. A few years ago this 
beautiful animal was a well 
trained saddle mount owned 
by a w'ell known horseman in 
Siskiyou 
County. 
Suddenly 
the mare decided to buck, and 
nothing her owner could do 
would cure her, although he 
has years of experience with 
horses. 
She was sold to Hemsted, 


and was encouraged in her 
bucking propensities, and to­ 
day she annually dumps many 
top riders. 


ANOTHER PINTO gelding 
Two Spot started life as a 
children’s 
horse 
and 
was 
shown in several horse show 
cla sses'w h en suddenly 1 his 
horse, like Mable decided to 
become a bronc. No one who 
has known these horses can 
figure out why they turned 
mean after years of gentle­ 
ness. About the only answer 
is 
“it’s the 
nature 
of the 
beast.” 


One top bucker started life 
as a wild horse on the Klam­ 


ath River Range. As a year­ 
ling he was captured during a 
roundup 
by 
Hempsted. 
He 
showed the action and fire 
necessary for a good bucker, 
and as he grew older and in 
top condition from good feed 
he began to learn how to un­ 
seat a good bronc buster. 
But with the good ranch 
life that a top rodeo horse 
leads he began to lose his 
early wildness on the range, 
and saved it for the rodeo 
arena. Now “Squaw Man” as 
he was named knows that he 
is supposed to buck when he 
is put in a rodeo chute, but he 
can be saddled and ridden on 
the range or around a ranch. 
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G O O D FORM — Earl Sutton of Calistoga, 
pits skill against a mean Brahm a bull. Note 
perfect form and good balance with one 


hand free. Both anim al and rider are scor­ 
ed by judges and highest total wins — for 
the rider. (Les Wolsh Photo) 
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TOUGH BUCKER — W hat is a rodeo without 
a tough string of stock? This bucker is from

V Keep a sharp eye to water­ 
ing hanging baskets. With 
nothing between the roots 
and the drying effect of air 
and sun but the container, 
these can take water every 
day. 


V Stake and tie Delphinium 
plants, 
Nothing

from these beauties faster 
than 
broken 
stalks 
and 
drooping flower spikes. 


V Thin 
seedling vegetables. 
Check 
the 
recommenda­ 
tions on the seed packets 
and follow them. 


V Potted herbs, already start­ 
ed, are available in nurser­ 
ies. They should be shifted 
to larger pots as they in­ 
crease in size. 


V Keep planting Dahlias for 
succession of bloom.

Iris— To Divide 
Now Or Later On 


You find opinion divided on 
whether to divide tall bearded 
iris immediately after bloom 
or in late summer and fall. 
Late dividers hold that next 
year’s bloom is developing in 
the rhizomes now and they 
should not be disturbed until 
the process is complete. Early 
birds hold that it’s folly to let 
the plants grow all their new 
roots and then dig and divide. 
They prefer to let the new di­ 
visions have as much time as 
possible to develop. The Cali­ 
fornia Association of Nursery­ 
men says that either way 
you’ll 
probably 
h a v e 
no 
trouble, so suit your own time 
schedule. 


'Square With Flair' 
“ Square with a flair” is the 
new shape in outdoor furni­ 
ture this year. 
Corners on summer and 
casual furniture are nearly 
square instead of round, giv­ 
ing the chairs, gliders and 
chaise lounges a mare massive 
appearance. The new s t y l e 
comers also make the furni­ 
ture sturdier and less likely 
to tip because there is more

ALL-AMERICA WINNERS 
Two Fiery Floribundas Take 


Limelight With Ivory Rose 


A preview of what will be 
featured in the rose gardens 
of 1960 is presented with the 
naming of Fire King, Garden 
Party, and Sarabande as the 
new winners of the famous 
All-America 
a w a r d , 
t h e 
“ Oscar” of the flower world. 
The AARS award is made on 
the basis of results compiled 
during a two-year competi­ 
tion 
which 
includes 
th e 
world’s outstanding varieties 
developed 
by 
leading 
hy­ 
bridizers. 


To develop a rose capable 
of winning 
an 
All-America 
title entails from eight to ten 
years of research and experi­ 
ment. If a rose shows excep­ 
tional promise during the de­ 
velopment stages, the origina­ 
tor may consider it for the 
rugged All-America competi­ 
tion in which it has about a 
twenty-to-one chance to cap­ 
ture top honors. Since the 
AARS 
testing 
system 
was 
started in 1938, more than 


1,000 varieties have been en­ 
tered in the trials, and only 
fifty-three have been consid­ 
ered worthy of an award. 


EX PER IM EN T A L p l a n t s 
are sent to twenty-four spe­ 
cial gardens located in dif­ 
ferent sections of the coun­ 
try, so located as to test per­ 
formance under all types of 
growing conditions. Each va­ 
riety is studied by an impar­ 
tial expert who rates its per­ 
formance on the basis of a 
uniform point system, scoring 
for such 
characteristics as 
flowering habit, disease re­ 
sistance, foliage and other im­ 
portant qualities of a top­ 
flight rose. Varieties with the 
highest scores are considered 
for awards. 
F IR E KING is a brilliant 
vermillion floribunda and an 
exceptionally strong grower 
which will be particularly use­ 
ful for a landscape effect. Its 
perfectly 
formed 
flowers 
measure from two to three 


inches across, and are borne 
in heavy clusters which cre­ 
ate a dramatic color accent at 
any point in the garden. 


GARDEN PARTY is a hy­ 
brid tea which was developed 
from the crossing of Charlotte 
Armstrong and Peace, two of 
the most famous AARS win­ 
ners of all time. Its double 
blooms often measure up to 
seven inches across, and its 
cream and ivory petals are 
delicately 
tinted 
with 
soft 
pink. 
Flowers 
are 
usually 
borne singly' on long stems 
which are ideal for cutting 
and arrangements. 


SARABANDE, 
the 
third 
winner for 1960, is a floribun­ 
da 
with 
large 
flowers 
of 
twelve to fifteen petals. Its 
color is a unique scarlet or­ 
ange. and its relatively low, 
compact growth will make it 
a favorite for hedges and bor­ 
der edgings. 
The three new winners will 
be available this fall. 


You Can Find Rose Favorites 


Primed To Climb Or Sprawl 


It’s easy to make a case for 
the climbing rose. You not 
only get more foliage and 
bloom, but you often get it 
in the same favorite variety 
you’ve known in bush form. 
And to top it off, you get a 
plant of many, many uses. 
Climbing roses are ideal 
space fillers. You can train 
them to cover large bare spots 
on a wall, to follow the line 
of a fence or eave, to frame 
a doorway or arch or to blan­ 
ket a roof. A few in-between 
forms — High Noon for in­ 
stance — can be let grow as 
an obstreperous bush to fill 
a whole corner of your gar­ 
den. 
The California Association 
of Nurserymen hesitates to 
recommend the “ best” vari­ 
eties among the climbers. As 
with all roses, certain of them 
are better adapted to one area 
than 
another. 
Your 
local 
C A N . nurseryman can sug­ 
gest the best variety for your 
garden. 
Certainly, 
though, 
such universal favorites as 
the Climbing Peace, Mrs. Sam 
McCredy, 
Climbing 
Tiffany 
and Blaze deserve your at­ 


tention. And Paul’s Scarlet is 
still most widely grown of all 
despite the fact that it puts 
all its blooms into one great 
flush is spring. 


IN 
PLAN TING 
climbers, 
keep the same rules in mind 
that you observe with bush 
roses. Dig a large hole and 
mix the earth you remove 
with peat moss. Many use a 


little manure or bone meal. 
Mound some of this in the 
hole and spread the climber’s 
roots on the mound so that 
the bud union will be just 
above final soil level. Then 
fill in with the soil mix so 
that no air pockets are left 
around the roots. If soil is too 
wet at planting time, this will 
be hard to do. Better wait 
until it’s more workable. 
Let the plant grow on the 
first year, tying the canes in 
the 
general 
direction 
you 
want them to grow. At the 
end of the growing season, 
select 
the 
strongest 
canes 
(three or four) and cut the 
others out. Try to renew one 
or two of these each year with 
good new canes. 
When 
training 
climbers 
along a fence or roof line, 
arch the cane slightly to en­ 
courage new growth from lat­ 
eral buds along the top. Prun­ 
ing each year should be con­ 
fined to these laterals. 
Since pruning time varies 
with some varieties, ask your 
nurseryman when.the varie­ 
ties 
you 
buy 
should 
be 
pruned.

Riding high as favorites 
throughout the country are 
tall, dimensional fences built 
of rich, rugged woods like 
western red cedar and Doug­ 
las fir, and the popular pat­ 
terns are designed to exploit 
the natural beauties of these 
woods. 
One pattern gaining much 
attention for its individual at­ 
tractiveness, as well as its 
ability to blend with and com­ 
plement various architectural 
styles, is the board-on-board. 
This is constructed with alter­ 
nating boards nailed on oppo­ 
site sides of the fence frame,

TO KEEP the setting as na­ 
tive as possible, homeowners

gray. Both the natural wood 
color and the weathered hue 
provide an excellent foil for 
greenery and flowers. 
In cases of a sloping lot, 
board-on-board fences can be 
designed in sections 
which 
step down the slope of the 
yard, and, oftentimes, a step- 
ped-down fence is built as a 
means of giving eye-interest 
to perfectly straight property 
lines. 
But no matter what style is 
selected for the fence, those 
homeowners who are putting 
them up now have the right 
idea, for the rain softened 
soil of May and early June 
makes setting of fence posts 
a relatively easy task. 


Not Paper Anymore 


Texture is the fashion for 
walls today, says the May 
issue of a national magazine. 
Woven grass, silk, burlap, and 
even wood and brick come in 
sheets or rolls. Wallpaper is 
seldom paper these days. It’s 
coated with plastic or backed 
with fabric for greater wear. 
Wall colors are still light and 
neutral, but in houses with 
big windows and small wall 
areas, accents of patterned 
paper or panels of color in 
paint or textured wall cover­ 
ing are used. 


One of the most baffling 
problems facing a home han­ 
dyman is that of painting dif­ 
ficult 
surfaces like fir ply­ 
wood and hardboard. 
The problem with interior 
fir plywood is that it shows 
the grain pattern and checks. 
The solution is proper prim­ 
ing and sealing before apply­ 
ing the top coat. Usually two 
coats of sealer are needed be­ 
fore the top coat. Use either 
a penetrating resin sealer, 
flat oil or alkyd paint, or an 
enamel undercoater. If gloss 
enamel will be the top coat, 
make the second coat equal 
parts of undercoater and en­ 
amel. 


Exterior fir plywood poses 
the same problems as the in­ 
terior type, plus weathering 
damage from rain. Seal all 
edges as well as the surface 
to be painted. Seal with eiuTer 
a high grade exterior primer 
or exterior aluminum paint. 
In either case, use two coats 
of finish (top coat) paint. 
Uneven absorption of paint 
is the problem with hard­ 
board. One national magazine 
says proper sealing of the sur­ 
face, followed by the top coat, 
is the answer. Use shellac,

Scoops Of 
'98:Dewey's Victory 
And Food Prices In The Yukon 


IF YOU ARE LIKE most 
people you will spend some 
leisurely hours t o m o r r o w 
browsing through the Sunday 
papers. Your material m a y 
even 
include 
today’s 
Inde- 
pendent-Journal on account 
you have a date tonight more 
important than reading what's 
going on in the world. 


I am writing this on a Sun­ 
day morning after catching 
up on my own 
newspaper 
scanning, the difference be­ 
ing that my date-lines are not 
the same as yours. They are 
of a period 61 years ago when 
tidings of the day, articles and 
ads bore slight resemblance 
to anything you will come 
across. Let’s have a look. 


This was back in 1898. 
There was no cold war then 
but a very real one. July 4 
papers of that year were 
filled with glowing reports 
of Admiral Sampson’s de­ 
struction of Cervera’s fleet 
in Santiago harbor the day 
before. Indépendance Day 
was a wild celebration and 
A m e r i c a n s congratulated 
themselves on their invinci­ 
bility. 


Dewey had already wiped 
out the Spanish fleet in Ma­ 
nila Bay two months previous­ 
ly but it was not until July 26 
that a correspondent was able 
to get his scoop—Dewey’s per­ 
sonal account of the victory— 
in print. You must remember 
that 
clippers 
didn’t 
have 
wings then, and I guess w ires 
and radio service from the 
Orient wasn’t so good either. 


If front pages were devoted ; 
to S p a n i s h-American w a r j 
heroics, inside sheets also had 
their dramatic content. For­ 
tunes were being made and 
lost in the Yukon. Joaquin 
Miller took off for the North 
and 
wrote 
back 
romantic 
stories of how it was done. Re­ 
ports of Spanish privateers 
plying 
west 
coastal 
waters 
were rampant, but apparently 
the pirates were less success­ 
ful in their raids on gold ship­ 
ments 
than 
making 
good 
newspaper copy. 


FOOD PRICES in the gold ; 
fields were the talk of the 
times. A Dawson restaurant 
quoted entrees from $2.50 to 
$3.50. including hamburger, 
caribou 
and 
moose 
steaks, 
with coffee 75 cents extra. 
Some of today’s eateries are 
right in line, but it wasn’t the 
going rate for that era. 


Speaking 
of 
prices, 
let’s 
look at a few 1898 specials. 
Men’s suits went from $4 95 
to $8.45, with Pauson’s dressi­ 
est marked down from $15 to 
$9.45. 
Women’s hats—$1.25 
to $3.75. Ladies’ hose 15 cents 
and 25 cents, French f a n c y - 
50 cents. Sateen and gingham 
— 5 cents a yard, organdies— 
10 cents. Children’s shoes 60 
cents a pair, men’s fancy calf 
shoes— $1.25. 


Claret wine— 35 cents per 
gallon. Old Crow whiskey — 
$4 per gallon, Hermitage rye 
— $4.50. Carpeting— 35 cents i 
per square yard. 
Popular music of the day 
— TiCt Me Bring My Clothes 
Back Home,” “Only a Word 
Could 
Have 
Saved 
Her,” 
“ Yankee 
Doodle 
Dewey,” 
“ We Have Remembered the 
Maine.” and “Brave Hobson 


and 
His 
Gallant 
Little 
Crew.”
